More Suffering and Lots of It. 


When New Yorkers arose this morning 
after a listless, sleepless night they knew with- 
out being told that there was more suffering 
at hand and lots of it. The same ominous 
pall of haze still hung over the city and 
hugged the heat down with a close embrace 
around Manhattan Island. The wiltingr g- 
ess was not gradual. A trip down-town ..as 
all that was needed to accomplish it. Haggard 
faces, untidy dress, and a general lack of com- 
mon politeness were the rules, not the excep- 

According to the weather report the whole 
country from Illinois eastward was still in- 
gulfed in the warm wave and will stay there 
probably until tomorrow, when the wave is 
expected to wash itself offinto the Atlantic 
Ocean. Then there is the promise of a cool 
spell, whichfis now being prepared somewhere 
out in Dakfta. 

It was May of sad incidents. The clang of 
the ambulance rose often above the din of the 
street, and many a white ribbon hung limp 
from East Side door-knobs. On the slabs in 
tha morgue lay many bodies and the cots in 
the hospital wards were nearly all full. 

“If this terrible hot weather continues 
another day there won’t be beds enough in 
this institution to accommodate the patients,” 
said Warden O’Rourke of Bellevue Hospital. 

Effects of a Sunstroke. 

The effects of a sunstroke are generally 
permanent, physicians assert. If the victim 
does not die immediately his death is hastened, 
and his constitution surely debilitated 
for the rest of his life. Very few peo- 
ple know just what a death from sunstroke 
is. It is usually a painless, unconscious death, 
but there are frequent instances when from a 
complication of other eauses it is accom- 
panied with great agony. Two or three such 
cases were reported today. 

At a meeting of the Health Board today a 
report from the Sanitary committee showing 
how it is possible for people to avoid suffering 
in hot weather was read and given to the 
public. 

Two especially pathetic incidents occurred 
today. The air was stifling in the back tene- 
ment at No. 10 Leads street, Mrs. Sohichowtz 
Shichowtys, who lives there, hoped that her 
sick baby could get a breath of fresh air out 
on the fire escape. She placed him there, but 
could not watch him, for the work had to be 
done that there might be bread. The baby 
fell through the slats and was aashed to death 
below. 

The heat had also affected little 9-months- 
old Arthur Michaelo. His mother took him 
in her arms and started for a hospital, with a 
blind idea that he would be all right. there. 
When she held him out to the attendant at 
Cham street the child was dead. 

Made Mad by the Heat. 

The heat drove John Keppler out of his 
mind and into the belief that he was being 
pursued by wild beasts. At the Yorkville 
Police Court he made if lively for half a dozen 
policemen, asserting that they were the wild 
beasts and defending himself as best he could.

Heavy Showers Throughout Kansas Assure 


an Abundant Harvest. 


Emporia, Kas., Aug. 11.—[Special.]—Three .

morning in a little over an hour. A fine 
shower also fell in the evening previous, 
whieh gives assurance of an abundant corn 
crop, as the rain was general throughout the 
State. 


Torsxa, Kas., Aug. 11.—[ Special. — There 4 


was a good rainfall here this morning, but it 
was not nearly so heavy as in the southern, 
central, and western portions of the State. 
Dispatches from along the line of the Santa 
Fé road show the country traversed by that 
system was thoroughly drenched. In some 
places the fall amounted to over three inches 
in little more than an hour today. Rain 
makes the corn crop certain, recent weather 
having been more favorable than was ex- 


pected. : 

Perv, Ind., Aug. 11.—[Special,}—The 
drought in this county of seven weeks’ dura- 
tion was broken today by copious rains, which, 
although late, will do much toward ameliorat- 
ing the distressing condition of the crops and 
fruits. The day to noon was the hottest ever 
known, the thermometer registering 101°. 
There were numerous prostrations. 

Sr. Pavr, Minn., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 
Rain fell over most of Minnesota and portions 
of North Dakota last night, cooling the atmos- 
phere to such an extent that the temperature 
ranges from 70° to 76° today. Harvesting is 
proceeaing in all the central counties of Min- 
nesota, and the yield will average twenty 
bushels to the acre.

A 
great hail-storm prevailed during the night 
around Springfield, Minn., but the grain was 
mostly in shoek.and suffered but little. 

Lixcorx, Neb.. Aug. 11.—[Special.]—This 
section of Nebraska has had an abundance of 
rain and crops would not seriously suffer if 
not another drop fell for two weeks. The 
rains have been more frequent than during 
any summer for six years past, and they have 
been accompanied with cool weather. This 
has given weeds a great start on one hand and 
delayed the growth of corn on the other.

FREWEN’S SILVER SOPHISTRIES. 

Mr. Moreton Frewen, a gentleman rather 
prominent as advocating bimetallism in Eu- 
rope, arrived in this country a few days ago 
and was interviewed by the New York Sun. 
He says he cannot see how the adoption of 
free silver coinage would bring silver here 
from Europe. There is no silver bullion to 
speak of there, and coined silver, which is 
already legal tender money at a higher 
ratio (154 to 1), is not going to be melted up 
for such a purpose,” He professes not to be 
able to see that an offer of 129 centa per ounce 
in gold for silver would bring it here from 
Europe when the bullion value there is barely 
100 cents in gold. His principal reason for 
not seeing this appears to be that under a 
limited coinage, the silver for which is bought 
at its bulhon value, our gold has not been 
taken out of circulation and exported. 

The facts of history contradict the very 
pleasant theory of Mr. Frewen, if he be 
correctly reported. When this government 
coined silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 while the 
Europeans were coining it at 153% previous to 
1873, our silver coins did disappear as fast as 
they were issued from the mint. The silver 
dollar was then worth about $1.03 iu gold, 
and it was taken by domestic jewelerd for 
‘manufacturing purposes and carried out of 
the country in the shape of coin and sold as 
bullion, Necessarily the reverse would be the 
case ifthe premium offered here were suffi- 
cient to make the operation pay. A premium 
of three cents would attract bullion silver, and 
a premium of nearly 30 cents would be a suf- 
| ficient inducement to melt down India and 
South American and Mexican silver coins in or- 
der to have the metal recoined here. Of course

Of course the “company” never had the 
least intention of going into any such unprofit- 
able business. It made a few loans, but that was 
merely to bait the hook for the suckers. When 
a neighborhood saw one man borrowing on 
these fabulously cheap terms others wanted a 
chance. The object of the swindlers was to 
collect their membership and appraisement 
fees and the four months advance payment, or 
- $95 in all, from as many as they could and tien 
shutup shop and scamper into hiding. Had 
they had a few weeks more time to work their 
game they might have doubled their lawless 
loot. 

The secret of their success and of that of other 
sharpers Who have preceded them was partly 
their own cleverness, but chiefly the painful 
financial ignorance of many men. These 
scamps were bright enough to hire good offices 
in a fine building, to furnish them Well, and 
put in them a number of clerks, so that the 
visitor might imagine that the concern really 
had a large capital and was doing a flourish- 
ing business, These outward signs of solidity 
and prosperous integrity appear to have pro- 
duced their natural effect on some investors 
who called to see why their loans were not 
forthcoming. 

All this smartness would have been thrown 
away, however, but for the fact that those 
with whom they had dealings never had 
learned that in this world at least it is very 
difficult to get anything for less than it is 
worth, They never had learned that where a 
man offers a gold brick, a bond, or goods for 
less than the market price he either has 
stolen them or that they arebogus, This is 
as much a law as the attraction of gravitation, 
and yet the number of those who do not know 
it is appalling. fair average value of 
money in the places where these dupes live is 
6, 7, or 8 per cent. They must be aware of 
that, Hence it is their business, when money 
is offered to them dy strangers at 2 or 3 per 
cent, to do a little investigating and see why 
it is that they are to yet it so cheaply. They 
ought to go to some person with some experi- 
ence and ask if it is possible for any one ex- 
cept a philanthropist to lend money on houses 
and lands for 2 per cent when the commercial 
price of money is three or four times as 
much, and whether it is likely that the United 
States has any such benefactors of their 
species seeking people to loan money to on 
such liberal terms.

EMPEROR WILLIAM’S REPORTED BAD 
HEALTH. 

According to a dispatch from Berlin toa 
French paper the Emperor of Germany is far 
from having recovered from his accident on 
board the steamer which took him home from 
Norway. It is stated that he has epileptic fits 
and is suffering from severe rheumatic pains, 
and that it ia feared this disease will attack 
his heart. 

How much truth there is in this French re- 
port it is hard to tell. News regarding the 
Emperor’s physical condition; printed in 
French papers, is likely to be as reliable as 
that about Mr. Blaine’s health printed in Dem- 
ocratic papers. Neither can be trusted. But 
if the news should turn out to be correct, and 
William II. should die, what then? Germany 
would go on without him just as it did four or 
ten years ago. The Germans are a solid self- 
governing nation. The death of a great 
Oriental ruler may end the prosperity of his 
people. The death of Charlemagne meant 
the breaking up of his broad dominions. But 
if the entire line of the Hohenzollerns-were to 
come to a sudden end the Gérmans, drilled in 
constitutional government and parliamentary 
methods, would proceed without riot, without 
interference witha solitary industry, to fill 
the vacancy in the executive branch of the 
government and go on successfully, 

If the Emperor should die, leaving roinor 
children, his brother Prince Henry would act 
as regent during the minority, There is no 
reason to believe that he and the German 
Parliament would not_rule wisely. The fact

A MONSTER OIL WELL. 


An Ohio Geyser Is Claimed to Be the Larg- 
est in the World. 

Sr. Manr’s, O., Aug. 8.—Ohio has the big- 
gest oil well in the United States, if not in the 
world, and if. permitted to flow its full capac- 
ity it would more than fill two of the monster 
85,000-barrel tanks every twenty-four hours. 
This great oil geyser is located in Hancock 
County, just four miles south of the Town of 
‘North Baltimore. To be more explicit, it is 
located on the southeast corner of the Hugh 
McMurray farm, in Alien Township, and is 
the property of the Ohio Oil company. The 
well has just been drilled in, and when at a 
depth of thirty-five feet in the sand a stron 

pocket was struck, and the well show 
or a gas producer of about 1,250,000 cubic 
feet capacity. Gas was not what was wanted,

On the afternoon of the 
same day it was decided totake the tools from 
the hole, thousands of people, having 
heard of the her, flocked from all direc- 
tions to see the famous geyser opened up. At 
about 8 o’clock the engine was started 
tools were gradually being 
to the surface. The drill- 
ers were being drenched with oil 
which flowed all over the derrick. When the 
tools were within a few hundred feet of the 
surface the rope commenced to slack, and the 
drillers, after reversing their engine, made for 
a place of safety, as the tools were being lifted 
from the weil by the heavy pressure of the oil. 
It was thought at the time the rope had 
broken and the tools left in the hole, but the 
drill was found setting beside the casing in the 
rig. As soon as the tools were out a solid 
column of oil belched forth from the casing 
head, ri far above the derrick, where it 
spread in all directions. re were two two- 
inch lines connected on the casing. 

It made as beautiful a sight as any one 
wished to see, and it thrilled the hearts of the 
oil men, who witnessed the sight, with delight, 
to know that they had looked upon what was. 
probably the largest oil-wellever completed on

in, and eight men worked for nearly two hours 
until succeeded in getting the well under

The Ohio oil field now leads all in the shape 
of a phenomenal geyser of oil equal toa vol- 
cano. Several months a cable was sent 
out from Russia stating that a well with a ca- 
pacity of 400,000 barrels a day had been 
opened in the Baku field of Russia. There 
was a mistake in the report, as it was claimed 
by eye witnesses to be good for 40,000 barrels.
